the History of an Erstwhile 


Establishment. 


The Parke mansion In Slxmlle Can- 


yon has been purchased by the Butters' 
cotnpany and will be occupied as the 
headquarters of the company's manager 
and other officials pending the reduc- 
tion oC the tailings at Klondike. 


The mansion was built by the late 


Ira Parke in the late sixties or early 
seventies, and is still the most Impos- 
ing private residence in Storey county.

The structure Is two stories in

The ceiling and walls are finished in 
fresco, the work of skilled painters 
brought here for that purpose. 


The mansion cost $45,000 or nearly 


$1 for every brick used In Its construc- 
tion.

and was sold at auction for nominal 
prices after the death of the owner.—

THE ABDUCTED MISSIONARY CASE. 


I 


T IS a question w hether the American authorities 


in their anxiety for the safety of Miss Stone, 


the abducted missionary, did not give relief from 
serious responsibility, in the matter of both the 
Turkish and Bulgarian governments. That is of 
course, provided each ol them can successfully 
maintain that they hud no connivance with the brig- 
arids in their act. Here was an American woman 
proceeding orderly through a supposedly, peaceful 
foreign country. Without warning she was made 
prisoner and held a captive. 
It is uncertain in 


whose territory she rested or whose subjects were 
tbe guilty offenders, and complaint was made to 
both the Turkish and Bulgarian governments, that 
one or tbe other bad suffered a violation of interna- 
tional law in not protecting the liberty of an Amer- 
ican citizen in their territory. 


According to reports, each promptly started a 


force of troops to the region where the outrage was 
reported, to make recovery and punish the brigands. 
As they neared the supposed location, they were 
officially asked to desist by our consular representa- 
tive, upon advice from Washington, from the belief 
that the captors were of such desperate* character 
that too great risk was being run and that the com- 
plainants preferred to to keep on the safe side and 
pay the ransom exacted. Of course tbe foreign au- 
thorities heeded the request, but still held that their 
method was preferable to accomplish the desired re- 
sult. 


The point of discussion is that the foreign gov- 


ernments appealed to were doing every thing in 
their power in the way of bringing to terms those 
who defy law and order; that they were asked to 
desist by the party most interested and allow it to 
exercise its own methods. By so doing, there may 
be a question that, if a ransom is paid, no indemnity 
can be collected from either of those countries, and 
if barm should come to Miss Stone, meantime, no 
action against them could be sustained unless (they 
refused to undertake to apprehend and punish the 
guilty parties. It is to be expected that Turkey 
would take advantage of any possible loophole or 
quibble whether to rid itself of payment or to make 
delav. The principle as to a defense that might be 
raised, it must be admitted, is a sound one, but 
there is still a question if it is not straining a point 
most seriously under the circumstances, to attempt 
to apply it in this case 
It is a mixed question, and 


one in which forcible argument could be adduced 
upon either side
